The parish contained one 
township which composed a simple constablewick.

BUTTERTON (MANIFOLD VALLEY) 

In 1563 a church or chapel with cure, but without institution, in Leek D., formerly a chapel of 
Mayfield and appropriated to Tutbury Priory. 1

Description of Church 


"The church, or parochial chapel, St Bartholomew, was built in 1781 and has a tower and two bells. 
The perpetual curacy, is in the gift of the Vicar of Mayfield, and incumbency of the Rev George Paul 


Belcher, of Heather, in Leicestershire, for whom the Rev H Richardson, of Bradnop, officiates. 


Here is a Wesleyan chapel, built in 1842." 
A new church was built 1781. 


Another new church, in ...... was built 1871-3 (largely at the expense of XXXXX) to designs by Ewan 
Christian of London and consecrated DATE. In 1879 a spre was added to designs by Sugden.

William Hambleton (Parochial Curate of Butterton) e1620-1669 

Hambleton was born (perhaps) about 1620 (probably son of Thomas Hambleton of Butterton, Staffs 
yeoman c1590-....). As a literate about Jun 1664 he was ordained deacon by Lichfield and likely 
later ordained priest. By 1665 probably after presentation by John Kelsall c1636-1698 qua Vicar of 
Mayfield he was in office as parochial curate of Butterton. In 1665 a man of his name was assessed 
on 1 hearth at Butterton. Still in office he died, aged about 49, and was buried here (perhaps as 
requested in the churchyard near the chancel door) on 23 Apr 1669. His will made on 20 Jul 1668 
was proved at Lichfield on 15 Oct 1669. His personalty was valued at £46/12/6. His books - which 
he mentions in his will as being in latin, greek and english - were valued at £1. Hambleton married 
about 1649 a woman by whom he had one son and ?two daughters.

The Hambledon/Hambleton Family seems to have become one of the largest landowners in the parish, however the families 
are of mixed fortune. A copy of the Family Tree in the Butterton History Archives begins with two brothers Thomas and 
William in the early 1600’s. (William is the first of nineteen recorded William’s on the Family Tree!) Thomas has two sons- 
William and Richard (1625-1691). Richard and wife Ellen have three sons- William, Thomas and Bennet. William marries 
Elizabeth Smith and they have thirteen children. This is the ‘interesting generation’ as this is where the family fortunes
